The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record sited 1 1/09/06 and the newly sited prior art Rao et al. 
(6,678,777) all disclose varies method of real-time monitoring of the throughput rate 
between a plurality of devices via a DMA transfer engine and determining if any 
throughput rate delays. However, none of the prior art of record does not teach or 
suggest individually or in combination as regards to claims 1-16 the claimed limitation of 
"determining a worst case throughput rate as being inversely proportionate to a sum of 
said plurality of worst-case delays; determining a maximization factor as equaling a 
desired throughput rate divided by said worst case throughput rate; providing DMA 
engine coupled to retrieve said large volume of data in the form of a plurality of bursts; 
and providing a number store and forward bridges equaling one less than said 
maximization factor, wherein said store and forward bridges receive said plurality of 
bursts and forwards said plurality of bursts to said destination."
